FACTS 'N' FIGURES 


By FARLEY MA.N^ING 


National Dog Welfare Guild 
The 1957 annual report of the 


American Kennel Club shows tTiat 
they registered 436,600' dogs last 
year, bringing (he total number 
of 'dogs registered during t.ho' 80 
years the AKC has guarded the 
accuracy of dog'-breeding records 
to ,5,652,420. 


The 436,600 dogs registered last 


year cannot be considered as be- 
ing the actual number of pure 
bred dogs in the 
country, nor 


could .the five and one halt mil- 
lion figure .be considered as on 
accurate 
estimate ' of the total 


number of pure bred dogs in this 
country during the last 80 years. 
Only a percentage 
of the blue- 


blooded 
dog .population 'is reg- 


istered each year. 


It is anyone's guess as to the 


actual number of pure bred dogs 
in the country at this time. Of 
the total estimated' dog popula- 
tion oC 25 million, there are prob- 
ably somewhere between 5 and 
15 million that are pure bred and 
are either registered or would be 
eligible for registration it records 
were available. 


A good example of this is the 


Beagle bred which is undoubted- 
ly 
the most 
popular breed in 


America today, There were 68,- 
413 dogs registered to lead the 
AKOt list 
but 
the 
number of 


Beagles used tfor rabbit hunting 
and pets that are pure bred but 
never registered undoubtedly runs 
into the hundreds of thousands. 


On the other hand Chihuahuas 


which were1 in number two sipot 
are 
almost 
unknown 
to many 


people and the number of the 
breed 
that 
are 
unregistered Is 


probably very smll. Dachshunds, 
which are in third place" would 
probably fall between the two in 
numbers of unregistered dogs, 


Boxers, for many years one of 


the most popular show breeds, 
dropped from second to f i f t h 
place and just about 1,000 less iji 
registrations are Poodles 
which 


jumped from 7th fo 5th place. " 


There are always questions as 


to why so many of the top breeds 
are so little known and why so 
many of the well known breeds 
are so far down the list, ,The an- 
swer is that high Ai<C registra-, 
tioiji generally * indicates popular- 
ity in the show rings and not 
necesarily popularity as a pel.
